at Auburn and Waterloo 


Go to Federal Court 


SILVER JUBILEE 


WANT BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Petition is Filed in This City 


—Interesting Facts Al- 


leged in Paper. 


Creditors of the McClellan bank at 


Auburn and the DeKalb bank at Wa- 
terloo, which were closed some days 
ago by the appointment of a receiver, 
and where, it is alleged, extensive 
overdrafts to members of the McClel- 
lan family-have been later discov- 
ered, today took steps to throw the 
muddle into the hands of the, federal 
courts. Shortly after 9 o'clock this 
morning a petition in involuntary 
bankruptcy was filed in the TTnited 
States court in Fort Wayne. 


The petition is by George W. Probst 


and Miles Baxter, of Auburn, and 
Alfred Kelly, Lola M. Broughton and 
Prank C. Goodwin, of Waterloo, and 
is against Elizabeth McClellnn, Don 
A. Garwood, Isaac Hague and Claude 
A. Benedict, of Auburn; Giles T. Ab- 
bey, 
of Waterloo, and Charles Mc- 


Clellan, of Grand Rapids, asking that 
the actual members of the partner- 
ship be determined, and that 
the 


partners be declared bankrupt. 


The petition recites the belief thtt 


all the above named defendants are 
really partners in the business,which 
was conducted as the McClellan bank 
at Auburn and the DeKalb bank at 
Waterloo; that the indebtedness of 
the concerns, is $121,000. Mr. Probst 
avers that he has 'deposits aggregat- 
ing $8,124.05 in the Auburn bank; 
Mr. Baxter claims $476.50 and Mr. 
Kelly $1,000. Mrs. Broughton's ac- 
count on deposit in the DeKalb bank 
at Waterloo is stated as $208.89, and 
that of Mr. Goodwin as $3,000.

Spooner act, the state department will 
at once endeavor to re-open negotia- 
tions with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
with a view to securing control of the 
alternate route for a canal through 
those countries.

In fact Secretary Hay has already 


talked with Senor Corea, the Nica- 
raguan minister, and Senor Calvo, 
the minister from Costa Rica.
